Senator Smith Utters 
Last Titanic Requiem 
In Eloquent Words 


WASHINGTON, Muy 28 —Tho Son- 
ate sub-committee Investigating 
the 
T itanic disaster formerly reported to­ 
day. The principal findings follow:

The Titanic was running at a speed 
of twenty-four and one-half miles an 
hour when struck; 2223 people were 
aboard; only 32 tier cent 
of 
these 
wore saved, while all 
should 
have 
been saved but for “negligent lndlf-1 
erenee" of the liner California in its 
answ er to the T itan ias distress alg-, 
Hats; four w arnings of “Ice ahead"! 
w ere Ignored by the T itanic ofllcera; 1 
of eight vessels near the Titanic, the 
C arpatbia alone attem pted a rescue; I 
u “short crew " was poorly 
drilled I 
and commanded, and the Titanic wus 
only partially mnnned with life boats; 
The W hite S tar Company, ow ners of 
the Titanic, suppressed uews, and sent 
m isleading m essages to tho relatives 
of the survivors; W ireless O perator 
Cottarn of the 
Carpathla, 
withheld 
news of the disaster and sold it for 
"blood money.” 
Tho rei»ort recommends an increas­ 
ed life saving equipment, general con­ 
structive reforms, and wireless 
re­ 
forms. 
J llruce Ismay and Captain 
Sm ith of the Titanic were not criti­ 
cized officially. 
Tho reiN>rt lncori*orates the nam es 
of all rescued and of all tho lost, and 
the testim ony of eighty witnesses. 
The report says in part; 
“The comm ittee finds the accident 
clearly Indicates the need of legisla­ 
tion to secure safely of life at sea. 
fly statute America ‘accepts recipro­ 
cally the Inspection certificates of for­ 
eign countries having inspection laws 
approxim ating ours. U nless there 
Is 
early revision of Inspection laws 
In 
foreign countries along lines herein­ 
after laid down, this comm ittee deems 
It proper that such arrangem ents be 
term inated and that no vessel be li­ 
censed to 
carry 
passengers 
from 
American ports until all regulations 
and requirem ents of American laws 
are fully complied with." 
Tho report recommends definitely 
the requiring of sufficient life boats 
to accommodate every passenger and 
crew ; that four experienced seam en 
be detailed to every boat; th at each 
Itasseiiger be assigned to a definite 
boat before the ship sails, these lists 
being posted. It continues: 
"Tho catastrophe m akes glaringly 
apparent the necessity of regulating 
radio telegraphy. 
There m ust be an 
operator on duty all the time. Direct 
communication 
w ith 
the 
wireless 
room und the ship's bridge Is urged 
so that the operator will not need to 
leave his station. There m ust bo leg­ 
islation to prevent interference 
by 
am ateurs." 
The board recom mends 
th at 
the 
firing of rockets a t sea except in the 
event of disaster, be made a misde­ 
meanor. 
The report declared th at the Titan- 
Ic ' b operator Ignored the warning of 
lee, flashed ju st an hour before the 
vessol struok, replying "shut up, I'm 
busy." 
The officers of the 
T itanic 
were blamed for not warning the pas­ 
sengers of their danger. The w ireless 
oiterator’s replies were also censured. 
The reiiort says the C alifornian's of­ 
ficers adm it seeing the Titanic'* rock­ 
e ts and th at the ‘com m ittee was forc­ 
ed to the inevitable conclusion that) 
the Californian was nearer tho T itan-j 
ic than nineteen miles; that the of-* 
fifers and crew saw the signals, but 
did not go to the rescue. In our opln-; 
ion such conduct,* w hether 
arising 
from indifference or gross 
c a re le ss' 
ness, was most 
reprehensible, 
andj 
places a grave responsibility on the | 
comm ander of the Californian. 
Had i 
assistance been offered or had the| 
Californian's 
operator 
rem ained 
a 
few fo m e n ts longer s t his post, the 
Californian 
m ight 
have 
had 
the 
proud distinction of rescuing the Ti­ 
tanic’* passengers and crew." 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Teeming 
w ith eloquence, combining praise for 
heroism and scnthing rebuke for neg­ 
ligence nnd cow ardice of tho 
m ost 
appalling m arine disaster of history, 
was the final and official requiem to­ 
day In the Senate for the victims of 
the Titanic. 
Senator W illiam 
Alden 
Smith 
of 
Michigan, chairm an of the Senate in­ 
vestigating 
sub-committee, 
summed 
up his-view s of tho evidence devel­ 
oped. 
'lu s t every soul aboard the giant 
steam ship might have Ix-on saved but 
for the indifference—alm ost criminal 
neglect—of C aptain Stanley Lord and 
tho other officers of (he Californian, 
offense by s heroic death, was Sm ith’s 
bitterly made. 
"Obsolete and antiquated shipping 
laws" and laxity of 
regulation 
and 
hasty InsiMH-liou" by tho British board 
of trado were denounced by Senator 
Smith. 
As a contributory cause, 
be 
named the indifference of 
Captain 
Smith or (bo T itanic for ignoring the 
w arning and forcing the Titanic full I 
sliced through tho Northern waters. 
T hat Captain Sm ith had expiated his 
offense by a ehrolc death, was Sm uu s 
tribute to the dead commander. 
Lack of discipline among tile crew 
and cowardice of Homo of Its 
mem­ 
bers, Indicated afte r the crash, 
was 
scathingly arraigned. 
To the Titanic 
wireless 
operators, 
Phillips 
anu 
Bride, tho Senator paid a glowing tri­ 
bute. 
He lauded Captain Kostron of 
the rescuing ship Carpathla. 
Not a word 
of 
criticism 
for 
J. 
Bruce Ismay, m anaging director 
of 
the W hite S ta r line, was uttered 
by 


the*M lchigin' senator, but he caustic­ 
ally criticised the W hite S tar line for 
the action in withholding news of the 
disaster, received, 
he said, 
sixteen 
hours before it was reluctantly 
di­ 
vulged. 
In eloquent term s 
the 
chairm an 
depicted the folly of sending out the 
greatest ship afloat w ithout sufficient 
boats, a strange crew and no drill of 
discipline. 
The Titanic, he said, was 
following the proper course, although 
one known to ho dangerous a t 
that 
season, but the sliced was gradually 
and continually increased until 
the 
maximum was the death blow. 
Rebuke for those In half-filled life­ 
boats who stood by and refused 
aid 
to struggling, drowning swim mers un­ 
til "all noise had ceased." was voiced. 
Piton that broken hull, the 
sena­ 
tor coneluded. "new vows were taken, 
new fealty expressed, 
old love 
re­ 
newed, and those who had been de­ 
voted In life went proudly and 
de­ 
fiantly on the 
last 
life 
pilgrimage 
Journey. 
In such a heritage we m ust 
feel ourselves more 
Intim ately 
re­ 
lated to the sea than ever before, and 
henceforth it will send hack to us on 
its rising tido the

Senator Smith, after lauding the ac­ 
tion of C aptain Hostron of the C ar­ 
pathla, for rushing to the Tltanic's 
rescue, offered a resolution authoris­

tain Rostrum T he resolution express­ 
ed the S enate’s thanks 
to 
Captain 
Kostron and gave him the freedom 
of the floor of Glo Senate.

Chief of Police Wilson stated this 
afternoon he did not believe it neces­ 
sary for Webb to fulfill his th reat to 
call out the troops. Ile said he believ­ 
ed the police can henceforth handle 
the situation. He will ask 
the

council for more men lf the present 
force is unable to cope with it. He ad­ 
m itted Hist tho police plan to turn 
back all InduatrlHllsta who come here 
without any purpose other than to 
prosecute the free speech fight. 
Various reports w ere heard this af- 


ternoon th at from one to two hundred 
Industrialists are near bere, and may 
reach the city tonight.

CHICAGO, May M.—At Hull HOHM 
Miss Jane Addama described a new 
department of the settlement bouse 
work from wklch good results are be­ 
ing obtained.

“Before this school was instituted,'' 
said Miss Addama. “it was customary 
among the foreign families that make 
up the bulk of the population In the 
neighborhood of- Hull House to put 
their daughters to work aa soon as 
they attained the age of 14. Many of 
them found employment 
In 
sweat 
shops as helpers, beginning at $1 a 
week. 
“We saw the great need of training 
for these girls and a trade school 
course in dressmaking was inaugurat­ 
ed. The course covered three months 
and the first class numbered fifteen 
girls. When they 
were 
'graduated' 
many of the girls were to well equip­ 
ped for work with dressmakers that 
they were enabled to start at from 
14 to 94 a week.''
